Tile arrest caused some little excite­ 
ment among the miners, but Dolan 
made an address iii which he cautioned 
them to be orderly, th at the arrest did 
not amount to anything. 
He at once 
named a successor to lead the men on 
to the Plum Creek mines, and then 
w ent quietly with the officer. 
The warrant on which Dolan w as ar­ 
rested also calls for the arrest of Cam­ 
eron Miller.

Among the number was Senor Cal- 
bajer, a w ealthy Spaniard, and his w ifo 
and daughter, wdio are uow to he reck­ 
oned among the refugees w ho have fled 
from Havana. 
The attack referred to

tiaiiao, about ten m iles southw est of the 
city and the term inus of tho antiouated 
and dilapidated Marnauao railroad. 
Senor Oalbajer was an eyew itness of

the attack on Marnauao. 
the attack was led by 
Baldomeroa 
Coasta Juan Delgado and Hernandez. 
The insurgent chiefs left 500 of th«ir 
troops outside of the town and carried 
in 300 to the attack. 
They were w ell 
armed w ith dynam ite rapid fire guns 
and met w ith hut little resistance. Tho 
engagem ent was short and desperate. 
Fo ty-nine 
Spaniards were killed 
and 
20 w ounded; two Cubans wore 
killed aud 40 wounded. 
The inhabi­ 
tants of the tow n fled for their lives, 
leaving the insurgents iii com plete pos­ 
session. 
They sacked the place aud 
secured $40.OOO in gold besides a larg* 
q u a n t i t y of supplies that they could 
not carry away. 
Other passengers ted 
about the sam e story of the affair. 
Senor Oalbajer says that the wild«^t 
terror reigns in Havana and that the 
well-to-do inhabitants are leaving as 
fast as the local laws will permit.

Th« gr« i.t rua.-s of gold bearing quartz 
at the Tr**a« iwA U mine, near Juneau, 
wa'-w hat m ight l» e expect« *« !, and at the 
same tim« * what m ight l» e th« -limitati« )!! 
of the supply . 
For more than ten y ears 
that mine has furnished mor« * than #1,- 
000,(» 00 of gold annually , but it is not 
like ordinary « juartz mines. 
is rather 
a great, is« >Ìated mass of « juartz w ith 
gold disseminated all through it. While 
its worth is great, its length is limited. 
Little is known about the geology of 
the Yukon riv« -r, where the Kloudik« ) 
mines have been found. 
Being placer 
mines, the gold may have been trans- 
porteii many miles. The means of trans­ 
portation are both glaciers and rivers. 
The Klondike region is on the north 
side of the Ft. Elias Alps. 
Alaska was 
never completely covered w ith glacial 
ice. The ghiciers flowed both north ami 
south from thes« ^ summits. Dawson aud 
Professor Russell both report well de­ 
fined term inal moraines acr« » ss the up­ 
per Yukon valley . 
The sourœ of the 
Klondik» gold, therefore, is from the 
south. 
' 
Placer mines originate in the disiu- 
tegratiou of gold bearing quartz veins 
or mass like th at at Juneau. 
IJmler 
subaerial agencies these heoome dis­ 
solved. Then the glaciers transport the 
m aterial as far as they go, when the 
floods of w ater carry it on still farther. 
Gold, being heavier than the other m a­ 
terials associated w ith it, ksiges in the 
crevasses or in the rough places at the 
bottom of the streams. Ho to speak, na­ 
ture has stamped and “ panned” the 
gravel first and prepared the w’ay for 
man to finish the work. The amount of 
gold found in the plact r mines is evi­ 
dence not so much, perhai» « , of a very 
rich vein as of the disintegration of a 
very large vein. 
The “ mother lode” has been looked 
for in vain in California, and perhaps 
w ill be BO in Alaska. 
But it exists 
somewhere up the streams on which 
the placer mines are fouud. 
The dis­ 
covery of gold iu glacial deposits far 
away from its native place is fam iliar 
to American geologists 
I have encountered placer mines iu 
glacial deposits near Aurora iu south­ 
eastern Indiana, in Adams county in 
southern Ohio aud near Titusville iu 
western Penusy lvania, where, I see, 
there is a new excitemeut. 
But in all 
these cases the gold hiwl been brought 
' several huudred miles by glacial ice 
i from Canada or the region about Lake 
Hiqierior. 
Tht^se gobi mines were near 
the edge of the glacial region, where

It is evident, however, that iu Alaska 
the transportation ot the gold has not 
gone so far. 
The difficulties of this 
transportation into the Klondike region 
aud the shortness of the season will 
continue to be great draMrbacks to work- 
iug the miues.

The di-« ova ry of g*>Id in large quan­ 
tities on the Yukon river is by no means 
unexpected, 
Eleven years ago the last 
w« rd I heard as I left Juneau was the 
pledge of » returning tourist to meet 
his friend then* xt sum m er aud prospect 
in the Yukon region. 
The great mass of gold bearing quart* 
ut the Treadwell Bailie, near Juneau, 
wa** w hat m ight ta* expected, and at th** 
same tim e if hat m ight be the lim itation 
of the supply. For more than ten years 
th at mine has furnished move than $1,- 
000,000 of gold annually, but it is not 
like ordinary quartz mines. ^ *H varier 
a g r e a t , isolated mass of quartz w ith 
gold disseminated all through it. While 
its worth if* great, its length is limited 
Little is known about the geology of 
the Yukon river, where the K lo n d ik e 
mines have been found. 
Being placer 
mines, the gold may have been trans­ 
ported many miles. The ineansof trans­ 
portation an* both glaciers and rivers. 
The Klondike region is on the north 
side of the St. Elias Alps. 
Alaska was 
never completely covered w ith glacial 
ice. The glaciers flowed both north ami 
south from then** summ its. Dawson aud 
Professor Russell both report well de­ 
fined term inal moraines arr*#** the up­ 
per Yukon valley. 
The source of the 
Klondike gold, therefore, is from the 
south. 
Placer m in e s originate in the disin­ 
tegration of gold bearing quartz veins 
or rn amah like that at Juneau. 
Under 
subaerial agencies these beoome dis­ 
solved. Then the glaciers transport the 
m aterial as far as they go, when the 
floods of water carry it on still farther. 
Gold, being heavier than the other ma­ 
terials associated w ith it, lodges in the 
crevasses or in the rough places at the 
bottom of the streams. So to speak, na 
ture has stamped and "panned” the 
gravel first aud prepared the way for 
man to finish the work. The amount of 
gold found in the placer mines is evi­ 
dence not so much, perhaps, of a very 
rich vein as of the disintegration of a 
very large vein. 
The "m other lode” has been looked 
for in vain in California, and perhaps 
will be so in Alaska. 
But it exists 
somewhere up the stream s on which 
the platier mines are found. 
The dis­ 
covery of gold in glacial deposits far 
away from its native place is fam iliar 
to American geologists. 
I have encountered placer mines iu 
glacial deposits near Aurora in south­ 
eastern Indiana, in Adams county iii 
southern Ohio aud near Titusville iii 
western Penusvlvania, where, I see, 
there is a uew excitement. 
But in all 
these cases the gold had been brought 
several hundred m iles by glacial ice 
from Canada or the region about Lake 
Superior. 
These gold m ines were near 
tile edge of the glacial region, where 
there had beeu much assorting action 
of both ice aud water. 
It is evident, however, th at in Alaska 
the transiiortation of the gold has not 
gone so far. 
The difficulties of this 
transportation into the Klondike region 
and the shortness of the season will 
continue to be great drawbacks to work­ 
ing the mines. The pass north of Chil- 
kat is 7,000 feet above sea level and 
but a few miles back from the ocean. 
There is no possibility of a road ovei 
it. 
B ut from Taku iulet, near Juneau, 
readier access can be had. 
This route 
was followed by Schwatka aud Mr. 
Hayes of the United States geological 
survey a few years ago aud has been 
partially surveyed w ith reference to a 
railroad line aud reported to be avail­ 
able. The only other way is by a river 
which is open to navigation only a 
short tim e each year and is a great way 
around. 
The general clim atic conditions on 
the north side of the mountains are 
much better than those on the south 
side. 
On the south side the snowfall is 
enormous, but ou the north side the air 
is drier. 
Schwatka and Hayes went in 
the sum m er down the Yukon valley 
about to the Klondike region, aud from 
there struck off wTest, passing to the 
north of Mount St. Klias ami down the 
Copper river. They had Airy weather all 
the tim e, in which cam ping was pleas­ 
ant, w hile Russell the same season was 
driven back by inclem ent weather from 
ascending St. Elias on the south side. 
It is therefore not impossible that- ex­ 
plorations southwest of the present gold- 
fields may be carried on w ith compara­ 
tive ease. 
But at present that whole 
region is bare of means of subsistence. 
There is im m inent danger that mauy 
w ill get in there before w inter with in­ 
sufficient means and starve. 
Eventu­ 
ally the reindeer which Sheldon Jack­ 
son is introducing w ill be available 
both for transportation aud food, being 
m uch superior to dogs iu that they eau 
procure their own food. 
But for the 
present every necessity m ust either be 
packed over theO hilkat pass or brought 
around by way of the Yukon. 
As to the ultim ate yield of the mines 
or the prospeetof finding more, we have 
nothing but conjecture to go upon. The 
geologists who have visited the region 
w*ere not the ones who discovered the 
gold.

in weight of over 50 pou nds.

A little over a year ago an emaciated 
b oy was sent one day to the German 
hospital on the North Side and asked if 
something cou ld not b e done for him. 
The b oy was chiefly skin and b ones. He 
weighed 7 3*^ pou nds, was 4V% feet in 
height and appeared to the doctors to b e 
ab ou t 11 years of age. 
They were a s -' 
tou nded when the 
dim inu tive you th 
told them he was 36 years old. The in ­ 
terest 
of the 
physicians then 
in­ 
creased m aterially, and Beschlagengau l 
was given au u nu su ally carefu l exam i­ 
nation. 
After a thorou gh investigation 
Dr. C. fen ger diagnosed the trou b le as 
a contraction of the pyloric orifice, su ­ 
perindu ced b y a chronic inflammation 
of the stomach. 
The su rgeon, it is said, noticed an u n­ 
du lating motion on the su rface of the 
ab domen, 
apparently 
indicating 
an 
effort ol the stomach to force its con­ 
tents throu gh its lower opening, the 
pyloric orifice, and this confirmed him 
in the b elief that his diagnosis was cor­ 
rect. 
Au operation w’as decided u pon. 
The b oy was placed u ixin au operating 
tab le and pot u nder the influ ence of an 
anaesthetic. Vivisection was then b egu n 
b y Dr. Fenger, assisted b y Dr. H. J. 
Haiselden and others. 
An opening over a foot long was 
made in the front of the b ody. 
The 
stomach was opened, and it was fou nd 
that the orifice, which shou ld b e aimijst 
as large as one’s little finger, was scarce­ 
ly b ig enou gh to p^irmit the insertion 
of a match. No effort was made to en­ 
large the opening. 
Instead a hole was 
cu t in the stom t^h near this ooint. 


'liii-n anotlu r hole was cu t lu a n^ar 
hxip of the intestine, and the edges of 
the two incisnms wt*re b rou ght together 
ami fastened b y a m etallic Mu rphy b u t 
ton, throu gii tl.e middle of which ru ns 
a tu b e. 
Tims an entirely new opening 
for the passage of f(K)d from the stom ­ 
ach was made. 
The effect of this first operation was ' 
almost magical. 
The natu ral effort of

decades, exerted itself with marvelou s 
force. 
For a pericMl the apixdite of the ! 
hoy was ravenou s. Day after day he ate 
like a starved anim al.

weeks he gained flesh at the rate of 3Li 
IM)u nds a day. His growth in height 
was even more remarkab le. 
In two 
months he measu red 5 feet, an 
in­ 
crease of half a foot over his statu re 
when the operation was performed. 
His growth continu ed, b u t more slowly, 
u ntil at present he is almost 5 feet 3 
inches tall. 
A reaction from the first effects set in 
after a few mou ths, and the b oy’s 
W’eight, which had gone u p from 7 3>9 
to 130 ixiu u ds, fell off u ntil he weighed 
only 108 pou nds. 
A second operation 
was determ ined u pon and made. It was 
most b eneficial, and the b oy was soon 
almost as heavy as he had b een form er­ 
ly. 
The you ng man is now in the b est 
of health and su ffers only occasionally 
from pains in the hx)ality of the metal 
b u tton, which has not yet b een removed, 
, 
A b rief resu me of the interesting fea­ 
tu res of the history of the case may b est 
b e given in the words of the you ng Ger­ 
man. 
“ I am a watchmaker b y profession 
and I can assu re you I am b adly in iiee<i 
of work these hard tim es,” said Besch 
lagengau l. 
‘‘I am a native of Bavaria, 
where I lived with my fam ily u ntil 
I 
was 31 years old. 
When I was 7 years 
of age, I was attacked b y infiam m atiou 
of the stomach and then my trou b le b e­ 
gan. 
Three years later I was kicked in 
the stomach b y au ox and 
I remained 
u nconsciou s for two whole days, b u t so 
far'as 1 knew this had no effect on my 
stomach trou b le. 
Of cou rse it seems 
that this accident m ight have aggravat­ 
ed my trou b le, b u t I detected no differ­ 
ence. Almost imm ediately after the in­ 
flammation b egu n it b ecame impossib le 
for me to retain solid food in my stom­ 
ach. 
No m atter how simple or digest­ 
ib le the food, if it was solid the stomach 
ftt once rejected it.

The re­ 
markable effectiveness of the operations 
was shown in a phenomenal growth of 
6 inches in two months and in a gain 
in weight of over 50 pounds. 
A little over a year ago an emaciated 
boy was sent one day to the German 
hospital on the North Side and asked if 
something could not be done for him. 
The boy was chiefly skin and bones. He 
weighed 723-4 pounds, was 
feet in 
height and appeared to the doctors to be 
about ll years of age. 
T h e y were as­ 
tounded when the 
diminutive youth 
told them he was 26 years old. The in­ 
terest 
of the 
physicians then 
in­ 
creased materially, and Besoil lagengaul 
was given an unusually careful exami­ 
nation. After a thorough investigation 
Dr. C. Fenger diagnosed the trouble as 
a contraction of the pyloric orifice, su­ 
perinduced by a chronic inflammation 
of the stomach. 
The surgeon, it is said, noticed an un­ 
dulating motion on the surface of the 
abdomen, 
apparently 
indicating 
an 
effort of the stomach to force its con­ 
tents through its lower opening, the 
pyloric orifice, and this confirmed him 
in the belief that his diagnosis was cor­ 
rect. Au operation was decided upon. 
The boy was placed upon an operating 
table and put nuder the influence of an 
anaesthetic. Vivisection was then begun 
by Dr. Fenger, assisted by Dr. H. J. 
Haiselden and others. 
An opening over a foot long was 
made in the front of the body. The 
stomach was opened, aud it was found 
that the orifice, w hich should be almost 
as large as one’s little finger, was scarce­ 
ly big enough to permit the insertion 
of a match. No effort was made to en­ 
large the opening. Instead a hole was 
cat in the stomach near this point. 


j in ii another hole was cut in a near 
loop of the intestine, aud the edges of 
the two incisions were brought together 
and fastened by a metallic Murphy but 
ton, through the middle of which runs 
a tube. Thus an entirely new opening 
for the passage of food from the stom­ 
ach w*as made. 
The effect of this first operation was 
almost magical. The natural effort of 
the body to assimilate food and to grow, 
which had been retarded for almost two 
decades, exerted itself with marvelous 
force. For a period the appetite of the 
boy was ravenous. Day after day he Ute 
like a starved animal. For several 
weeks he gained flesh at the rate of 2 1* 
pounds a day. His growth iii height 
was even more remarkable. In two 
months he measured 5 feet, an in­ 
crease of half a foot over his stature 
when the operation was performed. 
His growth continued, but more slowly, 
until at present he is almost 5 feet *2 
inches tall.

Three years later I was kicked in 
the stomach by an ox and I remained 
unconscious for two whole days, but so 
far*as I knew this had no effect on my 
stomach trouble.

Tic* Western world has long since re 
signed itself to the knowledge 
that 
whatever other rite**** may discover or 
invent they Hut follow in the foot-r* ? « 
of China, where gunpowder exploded 
and the mariner's compass was in Use 
w hile the ancestors of peoples now civ* 
iii/.-’d—though not, of course, up to the 
Chinese standard—were fighting with 
clubs aud navigating only along shine. 
In music, too, the west is iii compara­ 
tive infancy. We have emerged by slow 
aud painful steps from melody into har­ 
mony whereas the Chinese centuries 
ago arrived at pure discord. In nothing 
is China more obviously sup*nor to the 
west than iii the practice of politeness 
and reverence for the forms of the same. 
Europe has only reached the stage of 
holding m anner to be more im portant 
than m atter— to the perception that a 
lie decorously told is superior to truth 
expressed without finish. 
We see, for 
example, the press of England aud the 
continent startled and scandalized be­ 
cause the secretary of state of the youn­ 
gest of the great powers, in w riting about 
some beasts that swim in the sea aud 
the treatm ent of them by Great Britain, 
took it for granted, like a barbarian, 
that a fact is of higher moment than a 
phrase. 
The thing w ritten about has 
been quite forgotten while Europe’s re­ 
fined attention is given to the secreta­ 
ry ’s defective literary style. 
China cannot but bend a benevolent 
and encouraging gaze upon a pupil th at 
is doing so well. 
Such advancement 
along the road that leads away from the 
savagery of truth worship to the civili­ 
zation of form worship appeals irresist­ 
ibly to the approving Mongolian mind. 
Yet China m ust smile, w ith the kindly 
indulgence of age, at 
the 
tottering 
though brave footsteps of the am bitious­ 
ly im itative iufant. 
Europe’s profound 
respect for politeness is deserving of 
gentle Chinese applause, hut Europe’s 
incapacity to provide a suitable penalty 
for the secretary’s rudeness would be 
ludicrous were it not saddening. 
The 
offender is actually to be let off w ith a 
chorus of lectures. 
In China, now, im ­ 
politeness is deult w ith as it deserves. 
A Celestial Sherman, one Prince Tsai. 
on the birthday of the empress dowager 
neglected to present himself aud ofter 
the customary congratulations; also he 
Overlooked the duty of doing the court* 
ous thing by his ancestors iii the way of 
worship. Has Prince Tsai lieen left to a 
horrified press and his own council nee 
after the nerveless European fashion/ 
Hardly. 
A decree has been officially 
promulgated that w ill remove fori vt r 
from the Chinese Sherman any disposi­ 
tion to be remiss in his manners. 
His 
title is to be taken away, aud be is to 
be publicly whipped on the bare back 
w ith bamboos until he screams 
for 
mercy, upon which m anifestation of 
contrition he w ill be shut up in a cell 
on a low diet duriug the imperial pleas­ 
ure. 
To Europe we prim itive denizens of 
a new continent appear as mere hairy 
troglodytes, hunting the mastodon aud 
cave bear for food and recreating our­ 
selves by hurling spears and insults—a 
horde of Shermans, in short. To China, 
in turn, Europe, polished as it deems 
itself, doubtless presents the aspect of a 
painted and 
well 
m eaning 
savage, 
struggling upward toward the Chinese 
model, and therefore entitled to stim u­ 
lating praise and the guiding hand of 
polite charity. 
For us, heaven help us, 
there is neither praise nor guidance nor 
charity offering anywhere as we sit in 
our caverns gnawing the bones of our 
prey aud glaring w ith glittering eyes 
through our m atted Sherman bauge at 
shuddering m ankind.—New York Jo u r­ 
nal.

WANTED BOAT PLANS. 


AN ATTEMPT TO STEAL DESIGNS CF 
THE HOLLAND SUBMARINE BOAT.

A hold attem pt w as reef ut Iv m ade 
to steal the plans of the H olland sub 
m arine boat launch* *1 a few wet ks prt - 
viously from N ix o n ’s shipyard at E liza­ 
beth port, N. J. 
About the m iddle of M arch a m an 
w ho had got em ploym ent at the yards 
was found inside the boat at the 111*011 
hour m aking sketch* s. He was d i s m i s s ­ 
ed at once, aud orders were given to let 
only the m ost trusted men approach 
the craft. T he purpose of this m an w as 
never explained, and the belief exists 
that he was the agent of a foreign gov­ 
ernm ent. 
The last attem p t w as planned w ith 
the utm ost ear**. 
A ll the plans used in 
th*? shipyard are kept in a safe especial­ 
ly constructed for th eir protection. It is 
a st* el Structure ten feet square aud of 
the same height. 
Iii addition to these saf* guards w a tc h ­ 
m en are kept OU d uty about the saf* day 
and night, and a com bination lock lends 
additional security. 
The draftsm an had carried a batch 
of plans dow n stairs aud had put them 
iii the safe. 
Bv chance this batch did 
not include the designs for the H olland 
subm arine boat. 
VS hen he return* <1 to 
the draw ing room to get these plans. 
he left the door of the safe open. 
On 
his return he discovered that some one 
bad been there and had made aw ay 
w ith the tin box containing $250 in 
cash, together w ith a bundle of v alu a­ 
ble papers. 
A short tim e subsequently the com ­ 
pany received through the m ails an *11- 
velope containing the papers w hich had 
been stolen. N ot bt ing the plans of the 
subm arine boat, the thief had consider­ 
ation enough to re tu rn them. 
C aptain John Holey, superintendent 
of the yard, w as so gratified th a t the 
plans were safe th a t lie did not consider 
the loss w orth reporting to the police. 
W hen seen about tbe m atter, he said: 
“ It is true w e w ill not allow an o u t­ 
sider, it m atters uot who he m ay be, to 
go inside of the H olland boat or to get 
a look at the w orking plans. One of th e 
first requisites for a m an to get w ork in 
th is yard is th a t he keep silent about 
the work going on. 
Any violation of 
th is rule is punished w ith dism issal. 
“ The representatives of several fo r­ 
eign governm ents have been luxe to in ­ 
quire about aud to exam ine the H olland 
boat. 
I have allow ed them to look at 
the exterior, b u t uot the interior. 
The 
value of the secret of its construction is 
hard to estim ate. Its perfect success has 
u ot yet been dem onstrated, but if it is 
successful it w ill be of immense value 
to tbe governm ent w hich owns it. 
“ The secret agents of a foreign gov­ 
ernm ent, if they sought to gain posses­ 
sion of such valuable plans, w ould stop 
in New’ York and w ould be seen in 
E lizabethport as little as possible. They 
are too crafty to be caught loafing about 
the entrance of a shipyard. ’’ 
It has been stated over and over th at 
th e H olland subm arine boat w ould go 
iii com m ission un d er the flag of the C u­ 
ban republic. 
A ll th a t is aw aited, say 
dispatches from W ashington, is the rec­ 
ognition of tile belligerent rights of the 
Cuban insurgents by the adm inistration. 
H igh officials at the navy departm ent 
have adm itted th a t the new subm arine 
destroyer has bien b u ilt for this p u r­ 
pose. 
The U nited S tates governm ent has 
uot authorised th e construction of the 
vessel, nor has any other nation done 
so. The w ork has been rushed. Mr. N ix ­ 
on says lie does uot know where the ves­ 
sel is to go, or w h a t flag she is to fly, 
: and the officers of the H olland S ubm a­ 
rine Boat com pany in this city declare 
they have noth in g to say about her ex­ 
cept th a t she w ill be sent to W ashing­ 
ton to he exhibited to members of con­ 
gress and to th e naval authorities. 
I t has been stated th a t the agents of 
Spain had th eir eyes on the boat and 
m ig h t buy her to prevent her fallin g in- 
i to the hands of the Cubans. 
R epresentatives of the Cuban ju n ta 
in N ew York have m ade efforts to get 
an option on the boat. 
If they should 
get the prize, the navy of the U nited 
S tates could not prevent her stealing 
out of New York harbor. 
The suspicion th a t some naval attache 
of a foreign legation may have insti- 
I gated the attem p t is based on the fact 


I th a t these officers are sent for the spe­ 
cial purpose of g ettin g secret plans of 
vessels, fortifications and m ilitary op- 
I orations. T heir governm ents encourage 
them in obtaining such inform ation by 
any means and pay th e bills they incur 
w ith o u t question or scrutiny. 
They are 
m ilitary spies in tim e of peace. 
They openly declare there is nothing 
w orth possessing of which they J ave 
I not full know ledge. 
A few m ouths 
since C aptain C arlos de la ( ’ana, the 
: Spanish m ilitary attache, was com ­ 
plaining th at his rooms in New Y ork 
had been robbed, and it w’as brought 
out th a t he w as in New’ York for the 
purpose of securing, if possible, the de- 
tailed plans of N ew Y ork’s harbor de­ 
fences.
